The cited document Dl states that an alcohol extract of Acanthopanax senticosus has the 


cGMP-phosphodiesterase inhibitory activity and is useful for 


preventing and treating 


erectile dysfunction. 




Therefore, the subject-matter of claims 1, 2 and 4-8 is neither novel nor inventive

albeofructus for improving erectile dysfunction.
